which ealled for our thanks as n nation
as woll as individuals. 'We should thank
God for the spivitual light which is ours
in Joesus, as well af tor the 10,000 bloss-
ngs which have beon wvouch safed us
But after all, it is as a nntion that we ro
juice to.day for the blessings that have at-
tended us . our past earver. Ouor Awm
erican history appears as o last elfurt of
Providence in behalf of oppressad human.
